This letter is in response to your records request received by our office via email on May 8, 
2017, for: 

• Any records or correspondence related to Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke’s visit to Utah 
created, sent or received by the governor’s staff since April 8 of this year; 

• Any documents relating to feedback , input or guidance the governor’s office offered in 
setting the agenda or vetting requests for the secretary’s itinerary during his visit. 


Records requests are governed by the Government Records Access and Management Act, which 
classifies documents as records or non-records, as well as which types of records are protected, 
controlled, privileged, limited or private. See, Utah Code 63G-2-101. Therefore, your records 
request has been approved in part, and denied in part. 

Records that are not otherwise protected, controlled, privileged, limited or private are provided in 
response to your request. Records protected by executive privilege have been withheld (see Utah 
Code 63G-2-305(29), as well as drafts (see Utah Code 63G-2-305(22). In addition, private email 
addresses, phone numbers, and security identity have been redacted and withheld (see Utah Code 
63G-2-302(2)(d)). 

Please note that in President Trump’s Executive Order on the Review of Designations Under the 
Antiquities Act, the Secretary of the Interior was charged with the following: 

(c) In conducting the review described in subsection (a) of this section, the Secretary 
shall, as appropriate, consult and coordinate with the Governors of States affected by 
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monument designations or other relevant officials of affected State, tribal, and local 
governments. (See Executive Order 13792 issued April 26, 2017). 


The Government Records Access and Management Act provides that “[a]ny person aggrieved by 
a governmental entity’s access determination may appeal the denial of access to records or 
portions of records. Any appeal must take place within 30 days and should be directed to:
